DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 41 -57 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, either singly or in combination, fails to disclose the limitations of: out diffusing 
dopant from the silicon comprising layer to the silicide-comprising layer to provide the 
dopant to within the silicide-comprising layer to a concentration .of at least 1X10^® 
ions/cm^; and after the out diffusing, etching the silicon-comprising layer and the 
silicide-comprising layer into a conductive line shape; 

Or 

While the dopant concentration in the silicide-comphsing layer is less than 1 XI 0^® 
ions/cm^, etching the silicon-comprising layer and the silicide-comprising layer into a 
conductive line shape; and after the etching, providing dopant within the silicide- 
comprising layer to a concentration greater than 1X10^^ ions/cm^. 

These limitations in combination with the other limitations of claims 41 and 49 
respectively were not found in the prior art of record.
